REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record taught or suggested the method of forming a electro-mechanical roll for an 
elactrostatographic apparatus which included the step of disposing a plurality of tubes on a core 
member in tandem (coaxially) wherein the tubes were disposed no greater than 0.3inches apart or 
were joined together at the joining regions cut into the tubes (so that the tubes were adjacent each 
other). While it was known per se to assemble coaxially tube segments on a core in the 
manufacture of a roll (see for example the references to Japanese Patent 55-88919, Lux et al, 
Perkins, Edwards, or Svenka) none of the prior art of record taught or suggested such roll 
manufacture in the making of an electro-mechanical roll.
